The general belief seemed to be that |P® 
the young people are not nearly as bad 
as painted in the United States, Great 
Britain and other large countries. In 
fact, there were. delegates who . felt 
that the modern youth was a great 
Geal better than those of earlier gener- 
ations. f 

—— pa the delegates 
discussed America prohibition after 
the symposium on ‘youth“was finished. 
The American:delegation withstood a 
battery of rapid-fire questions on: thé 
great American experiment from the 


delegates of Euro nations, many 
of whom frankly 
thought pfohibition a complete failure 
in America, judging from the perspec- 
tive of Europe: While the Americans 
appeared divided upon the length of 

- time during which prohibition should 
be tried out, not a le anti-prohibi- 
tion opinion develo in the entire 
delegation of forty women. 

Opening the discussion on “restless 
youth,” Miss Addams. said: 

“We in America * been facet 
with a large group of young peo 
entirely self-contained and with no re- 
spect of any kind for the older genera- 
tion. They seem to live in a charmed 
circle. It would be interesting to know 
to what. extent these youthful people 
are bored with tradition.and“all we 
have regarded as vital.’’ 

Defends Mpdern Youth. 

Dr. Siegmund Schultze,. well-known 
gocial worker of Berlin, then arose to 
defend modern youth, saying they were 
“fed up with the sticky sweetheart 
idea which prevailed for such a long 
time in the relation$ of the sexes.’ 
The movement in Germany for frank 
and open discussion of sex questions 
between young men and women and 
the general tendency toward honest 
relations had proved very successful, 
he. declared. | 

“The war injured the whole human 
race,” Dr. Schultze continued. ‘The 
peace is a hateful peace, and little can 
be expected youth or of those of 
any other age until international fel- 
lowship is established among the na- 
tions. The so-called youth movement 
is\the finest hope we have for a much 
needed revolutignary change in our en- 
tire social structure.” 

Scandinavian. ‘delegates defended 
youth and welcomed the frankness now 
existing nearly everywhere in the re- 
lations of the sexes. The conclusion 
of the discussion was that youth ‘“‘is 
not going to the dogs,” but merely in- 
terpreting a new age and a new 
philosophy with fundamentally sound 
principles. 

Mrs. Mary . Simkhovitch of New 
York, speaking about prohibition, said 
the widespread lawlessness caused by 
prohibition was very digturbing to 
those who believed in the dry régime, 
but nevertheless enforcement should 
be\continued another five years. At 
the end of that time, Mrs. Simkhovitch 
said, the law should be modified un- 
less conditions widely different from 
those obtaining today had been 
achieved. 


Miss Addams For Rigid Enforcement. 


Miss Addams, contributing the | 
lengthiest remarks on _ prohibition, 
came out for the strictest enforcement, 

“Although I am not a fanatical pro- 
hibitionist, my point of view is this," 
said Miss Addams. ‘We-have prohi- 
bition and, despite its Weakness, we.

SETS INDEPENDENCE DAY 
AS-FALLING ON JULY 2 


Prof, Jernegan Asserts Letters 
of John Adams Bear Out 
Contention.

CHICAGO, July 2.—America asserted 
her independence of Great Britain on 
July 2 and not July 4, but the Declara- 
tion was not signed at one time by all 
those whose signatures appear on it, 
according’ to Professor Marcus Jerne- 
gan in a lecture at the University of 
Chicago today. The speaker referred 
to letters by John Adams; and the se- 
cret journal of Congress to prove his 
statements, At the same time he Cen- 
sured historians who garbled facts. 

On July 2, 1776, America adopted the 
resolution of Richard Henry Lee by a 
vote of twelve Colonies, New’ York not 
voting, Professor’ Jernegun asserted. 
The Pennsylvania Evening Post of that 
date said that ‘‘this day the Conti- 
nental Congress declared the United 
Colonies free ahd independent States.” 

John Adams wrote to his wife on 


— 3 as follows, Professor Jérnegan 
said: 

“Yesterday the greatest question was 
decided which was ever debated in 
America, and a greater, perhaps, never 
was or never will be decided among 
men,”’ 

It was not until Aug. 2 that every 
one ‘of the thirteen States signed the 
Declaration, Professor Jernegan con- 
tinued, and the first broadside of the 
Declaration of Independence © was 
printed in Philadelphia July ~4, 1776, 
being signed only by John Hancock, 
President of the Congress, and Charles 
Thompson, Secretarye

GRADUATED 54,365 


Board of : Education's. ‘Report. 
Shows That 56,768 Were 
. Registered. 





—5 to-a Board of Education 
rt made public yesterday 54,365 
— were graduated from the pub- 
lic day schools -of Greater New York 
in the term ending June 30, of a 
total number of 56,768 registrants. 

This includes 36, 288 graduates of the 
elementary grades, 9,423 from anior 
high. schools, and 8,654 from high/ 
schools. 

The number of registrants and the 
percentage of graduates for the five 
boroughs was 37,853 in the elementary 
grades. of which 95.9 per cent. com- 
pleted their course; 9,423 junior high 
registrants with a graduation percent- 
age of 82.6, and’ 9,492 high school reg< 
istrants with a graduation percentage 
of 91.2. 

Figures for the separate boroughs in 
the report show that a 100 per cent. 
mark in graduation was attained 
33 elementary. schools in Manhattan, 
22 in the Bronx, 38 in: Brooklyn, 40 in 
Queens, and 10 in Richmond.

Senator. Such candidates, required to 
‘give only the " expenditures between 
the time when their candidacies were 
filed with the Secretary of State and 
the primary, could spend a heap of 
money before that filing and report in- 
significant amounts spent in the Sum- 
mer months. This .year, apparently, 
the books will be opened and the whole 
transaction spread upon them. So 
Pennsylvania will have’an involuntary 
hand’ in keeping New Hampshire 
straight. 


THE RAILWAY “ RECAPTURE 
CLAUSE.” 

The ‘most difficult of all questions 
involved in applying the Transporta- 
tion act of 1920 has now come defi- 
nitely before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. The case of a small pri- 
vate railway, known as the St. Louis 
& O’Falion, presents a particularly 
clear-cut instance of the problems in- 
volved in the “recapture clause.” The 
act of 1920, after stipulating that 
transportation rates should be so fixed 
as to yield a “fair return” on the 
“aggregate property value” of the 
railways, and after providing that 
such aggregate value “shall be deter- 
“mined by the commission from time 
“to time and as often as may be nec- 
“essary,” decrees further that when- 
ever’a railway shall earn more than 6 
per cent. of the value thus éomputed, 
one-half of the excess shall go to the 
company’s ‘reserve fund and ‘the re- 
mainder shall be “ recoverable by and 
paid to the commission,” for use in a 
contingent fund. 

It turned out, as was inevitable, that 
the valuing of railway property was 
an enormous task. Computed origi- 
nally on the basis of 1914 prices for 
materials, such valuation still had ‘to 
take account of subsequent additions 
to property. But before any calcula- 
tion of increase in value during a 
given period cotld be completed, the 
lapse of time requisite for the investi- 
gation would-have made possible fur- 
ther large additions to the property. 
Valuations were, therefore, always be- 
hindhand and always “tentative.” In 
a public address of last December one 
of the commission’s ‘supervisors of 
valuations admitted that, “so far, no 
“very extensive work has been done 
“on bringing valuations to date.” 

In the adjustment of rates to a 
“fair return” the railways, therefore, 
had to take their chances. But the 
case was somewhat different when it 
came to ail actua] money payment 
assessed upon a carrier. In propor- 
tion as-its lawful property valuation 
had been increased through recent 
additions and improvements, a railway 
earning more than 6 per cent, was 
entitled to stil] larger earnings with- 
out beirig subjected to equivalent m. 
crease in the, amount’“ recaptured” by 
the Government. But this made ex- 
tremely difficult the assessment of pay- 
ments under the “recapture clause.” 
Taking this small road as an available 
leading case, one of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission’s examiners ad- 
vised a “short cut” to the determina- 
tion of the payment. Even with the 
St. Louis & O'Fallon, the “tentative 
valuation ” had not been brought down 
to date, but he recommended use of 
the inventory of 1919 at the prices of 
1914, with allowance for subsequent 
additions to capital account, as the 
basis for assessing payment due for 
subsequent years, 

In -the hearing before the commis- 
sion the entire question of lawful val- 
uation as of a given date came up. 
Counsel for the railway contested the 
basing of calculation on the 1919 in- 
ventory, asserting that only complete 
valuation as of a given period would 
constitute a lawful basis for fixing 
the “recapture payment” for that 
period. Counse] for other’ companies 
maintained that even full capital in- 
vestment was not an accurate measure 
of property value; that “‘cost.of repro- 
“duction must be ascertained and at 
“least given substantia! consideration.” 
Thus @ phase of the question, long 
contested before the courts in other 
controversies over railways and public 





utilities, is finally made an issue. The 
argument necessarily affects the entire 
procedure which the act of 1920 based

But-it is highly probable 
that in case of a ruling against the 
company, the controversy will be ‘car- 
ried; as a leading case, to the Federal 
courts. . Involving as it does a con- 
tested money payment, ‘it may bring 
about the final judicial determination 
of the procedure in valuation, which 
Apparently cannot be obtained on the 
less definite question of rates adjusted 
to provide a “ fair return.”

DIRECT STRIKE METHODS. 

Forty thousand garment workers are 
on strike against the principle of arbi- 
tration. More than five hundred mo- 
tormen and :switchmen have seceded 
‘from the Brotherhood of I. R. T. Em- 
ployes and threaten’ a strike for Mon- 
day against the same principle. The 
garment workers have rejected the 
findings of the Governor’s Advisory 
Commission. This was based on.@ con- 
scientious study of trade conditions ex- 
tending over a period of two years and 
recommended a considerable wage in- 
crease. The owners of the large ‘‘in- 
side” shops have made a new offer of 
arbitration without result as yet. It 
is apparently the view of the garment 
workers that conditions in their indus- 
try have reached the intolerable pass 
where only the direct method of the 
strike can bring relief. The Gover- 
nor’s commission has been far from 
blind tothe existence of undesirable 
conditions, but has proceeded on the 
assumption that the methods of con- 
ference and compromise which once 
before lifted the industry out of chaos 
may again be successfully invoked. 
The union leaders have decided — 
wise, 

In the case of the I. R: T. employes 
the community is certainly not aware 
of the existence of any intolerable sit- 
uation. The secessionists have pre- 
sented demands for pay increase 
amounting to 33 per cent. in the case 
of the motormen and 25 per cent. for 
the switchmen. Today any strike for 


“| higher wages, in order to justify itself 


before public. opinion, must show one 
of two things. Either the cost of liv- 
ing has been going up to such an ex- 
tent as to make the existing wage scale 
impossible, or else the profits of the 
employer have been so impressive that 
in all. fairness the employes should re- 
ceivée™their share. In ‘the°case of ‘the |: 
Interborough the second hypothesis is 
comic. Last January, in the course 
of a hearing on its application for 
leave to issue a large block of new 
bonds, Transit Commissioner HARK- 
NESS remarked: “If a receivership is 
inevitable, it might be advisable, &c.” 
Striking for higher pay against a cor- 
poration living under the shadow of a 
receivership is an exercise in humor. 
As for the cost of living, it is a com- 
monplace that during the last two 
years the price index has been fairly 
steady. Existing wages under such 
conditions do not imply a prima facie 
hardship. The least that the dissident 
I, R. T. employes can do is to quote 
figures showing that they corfstitute 
an exception to the figures for wages 
in the country as a whole. These 
show that the purchasing power of 
wages in 1925 was 137 per cent, as 
compared with 1913, and that they had 
risen to that point from 115 in 1922. 
Yet the main question is whether such 
claims as a body of employes feel jus- 
tified in formulatin shall be made the 
subject of amicable examination, as 
the I, R. T. Brotherhood decided on 
Wednesday, or shall be enforced with 
the strike weapon, nearly always a 
nuisance and particularly so in the 
case of a prime public utility.

STEPHEN FOSTER’S CENTENARY. 
The hundredth anniversary of. the 
birth of STEPHEN Foster will be cele- 
brated in variogs parts of the country 
today, tomorrow and Monday. In 
Bardstown, Ky., where he composed 
“My Old Kentucky Home,” five for- 
mer Governors of the State, a quartet 
from Louisville and a military band 
will honor his memory. His birthday 
will be observed here in the Bowery, 
where he spent the Jast years of his 
life, with a program of Foster songs. 
He was a minstrel whose fame, 
grown world-wide since his death in 
1864, was great even during his life- 
time. Companies of soldiers during 
the Civil War, burnt-cork .“ Harmo- 
nists” and “ Ethiopian Melodists,” chil- 
dren and lovers and old folks sang his 
songs with pleasure in their sentimen- 
tal words and simple melodies. A 
United States Senator eulogized him 
in the grandiloquent language still ob- 
served in Senatorial utterances, Such 
forgotten: lyrics as “Little Belle Blair,” 
bewailing the departure from this 
world of “gentle fingers,” were sung 
with happy tears. A fastidious musi- 
cal critic of the time wrote that. despite 
the suggestiveness of the title, “Come 
Where My Love Lies Dreaming,” the 
song was inoffensive. His publishers 
announced that “Old Dog Tray” sold 
125,000 copies during the first eighteen 





months of its existence. 
Of the great® number of songs he 
wrote a few have survived. The yeast

We can scarcély regret that such 
mournful absurdities “as “Lulu Has 
Gone” have been replaced .by the 
frank, healthy “’ Don’t Bring Lulu.” of 
today. But there is a continuing 
charm in the genuine and simple emo- 
tions evoked by backwoods elegies and 
poetic pictures of far-away days. In 
Foster's negro songs there are no 
harsh masters, no Simon Legrees, no 
dreaded bloodhounds. There is not 
much variety in his melodic formulas, 
and his harmonies are monotonous. 
But there is the appeal to human af- 
fections and remembered childhood 
happiness. STEPHEN Foster plucked 
a deep chord when he sang of the 
days “ when my heart was young and 
gay.” It vibrates still.

FORT WASHINGTON. 

A generous gift by Mr. Ropman 
WANAMAKER has put the American 
Scenic and Historic Preservation So- 
ciety, founded by, the Father of 
Greater New York, ANDREW . H. 
GREEN, in possession of a plot 75 feet 
by 200 feet, a part of the original 
site of Fort Washington. For twenty- 
years effort has been-made to secure 
this historic ground, threatened by the 
advance of apartment houses north- 
ward on Manhattan Island. They now 
look down upon it from two sides, but 
it has been saved at last and turned 
over to the society which so jealously 
and faithfully guards the past. It is 
a happy ‘coincidence that thé gift 
comes at this moment, for it was just 
150 years ago that the fort was ¢on- 
structed. It was begun in June and 
completed during the Summer, some 
of the work under the personal ob- 
servation of General WASHINGTON and 
all of it in accordance.with a survey, 
it is said, by ALEXANDER HAMILTON, 
then a junior officer of artillery. The 
fort then had a view of the high road 
on the east, overlooked the river on 
the west and commanded approaches 
from the south, being the highest 
point on Manhattan Island. 

It lost its name for a time, for after 
its capture by the Hessians in Novem- 
ber of 1776 it was rechristened “ Fort 
Knyphausen”; -but that name was 
soon forgotten in the one by which 
it was originally christened and which 
now holds ‘the site in perpetuity, in 
memory of the great leader in the 
struggle for independence and,in the 
building of a new nation. . It should 
be marked some day by an adequate 
memorial. For the moment it is 
enough that the ground itself is to 
be kept in memory. The city has 
reason to be grateful not only to Mr. 
WANAMAKER, but to the American 
Scenic and Historic Preservation So- 
ciety, which has recently secured also 
the Hamilton Grange property, once 
the home of ALEXANDER HAMILTON.

HIGH COST OF NEWS FROM THE 
ORIENT. 

There will be disappointment in this 
country over the decisigh of the 
Japanese. Government not to permit 
the reduction of press rates on mes- 
sages between the United States and 
Japan for the next five years. The 
reason given is that the. Japanese 
Government feels that the present 
cable and radio facilities are not suf- 
ficient to bear the increased traffic 
that would result from lower rates. It 
also thinks that a new sending station 
cannot be built for at least five years. 
But these reasons are not altogether 
convincing. The suggested reduction 
was from about 80 cents to about 10 
cents a word. Although this would 
doubtless result in increased business, 
it is difficult to seé why it would 
necessarily overwork the stations. 
While the cost of a new. station would 
be high, there is little doubt that out- 
side help could be obtained not only 
in financing but in operating it. . It 
was recently reported that a group of 
Japanese papers were willing to defray 
part of the expense and hoped to in- 
terest Americans in the enterprise. 
In .fact, our newspaper publishers 
were ready and eager to join them. 
American radio. interests have . re- 
peatedly sought to obtain concessions 
for the erection of a station on Jap- 
anese territory. 

Japan’s caution in all these PSO Ath 
is readily understandable. * The mill- 
tary party in that country ts of the 
opinion that the Government must 
exercise ‘jealous supervision over the’ 
erection and!use of all radio stations in 
Japan. But in opposing reduction of 
press rates the Government apparently 
fails to cee the benefits to be derived

Things of this sort have been occur- 
ring with greater frequency year after 
vear. The story from suburban towns 
is very like that of the cities. . It indi- 
cates a spirit of lawlessness in this 
matter; which is all the more surpris- 
ing because it so often imperils the 
health of Jives: of .the lawbreakers 
themselves.

Speaking for the 
settlement ‘workers 
of the United 
States, Mrs. Mary 
K. SmmKHovicw told 
the other workers of that kind gath- 
ered in Paris that American prosperity 
is now too great. The result is that 
the groups formerly gathered around 
the settlement houses no longer are 
stable enough to permit the continu- 
ance of the familiar forms of social 
service. 

It hardly seems to be a cause for real 
regret that the laboring folk of the 
country get such good pay that they 
can go where they choose—often far 
away from the settlement houses—and 
can help themselves to the satisfac- 
tion of their wants and needs. 

‘The automobile was mentioned by 
Mrs. SIMKHOVICH as playing its part in” 
this new development. As everybody 
has noticed, though rather less in New 
York City than in smalleg tewns : 
the country, many workers in the bet- 
ter paid trades now own their own 
cars, and use them partly in getting, 
to and from work. and partly for pleas- 
ure. Why this should cause so much 
surprise it would be hard to explain. 
Perhaps it is enough to say that this 
phenomenon is something quite new in 
the world, ang the unfamiliar always 
excites criticism from those who on 
principle,object to changes from estab- 
lished customs. 

The working man’s car is often an 
added. tool of his trade and not a mere 
extravagance. When it is not a “‘fliv- 
ver” it is apt to be a better car bought 
second-hand at a price that frequently 
is remark&bly low. 
From Florida 
comes the report 
that Dr. T..J. Har- 
nis, chief agronomist 

of “the Melbourne 
Farms: Company, has succeeded in 
making the banana produce fertile 
seeds. He has done it by crossing the 
red and yellow varieties and subject- 
ing the progeny to the influences of a 
somewhat colder climate. 

This news, if true, is of importance. 
It long has been realized by botanists 
that the banana was a doomed plant. 
To be sure, it managed to get 
along fairly well for many hundreds 
of years without producing seeds and 
propagating only in what is called the 
vegetative way. That, however, judg- 
ing from. the experience with other 
plants, cannot go on forever. After a 
while. they deteriorate—“‘run out,” as 
the saying is—and in that manner 
many. once famous varieties of fruits 
and vegetables have disappeared from 
the market. 

In every banana, when carefully @x- 
amined, can be. seen rudimentary but 
quite worthless seeds. So far as known 
hitherto, real fertilization has ceased 
for this plant, possibly due to the ex- 
termination of the one insect capable 
of carrying its peculiar pollen from 
flower to flower. If. Dr. Harris has 
succeeded in rendering this service for 
the banana plant he has created the 
possibility not only of prolonging in- 
definitely its threatened existence, but 
of improving it otherwise than by giv- 
ing it more food and better care. The 
banana; as we have it, is clear waste 
from the standpoint. of the plant that 
produces it, and plants will not go on 
doing that forever.

OLD YACHTING PICTURE 


Recalled by Present-Day Description 
of the Vanitie and the Resolute.

Mr. Seabury -Lawrence’s vivid de-

Peru and Chile, will you permit me to 


give you the truthful version of the 
Tacna-Arica dispute? ~~ 

I have been a resident of those coun- 
‘tries for more ithan twenty years and 
personally know the territory in dis- 
pute, which, I may say here, is value- 
less. The nitrate-producing territory 
belonged to Bolivia, but Tacna and 
Arica do not produce enough of any- 
thing to keep even a small farm going. 
They are barren wastes with. no future, 
‘Where land exists there is no water, 
and where a small amount of water 
does exist there is no appreciable land. 
Most of this territory is composed of 
sand dunes and arid bills and moun- 
tains. 

By the war . of 1879 Chile took these 
provinces to guarantee the indemnity 
agreed on. Whether . the seizure was 
right or not is a different matter; the 
facts remain that Chile won the war, 
and in order to reimburse’ herself for 
some of the expense seized the two 
provinces. These two provinces could 
have been redeemed by the payment of 
a certain sum of money, but this was 
never forthcoming. Chile waited a 
long time in the hope’ of receiving 
some ready cash, but this never ap- 
peared. 

After more than a reasonable time’ of 
waiting (not through generosity or al- 
truism but because the territory is val- 
ueless) Chile proceeded to improve to 
a certain degree the town of Arica. 
Chile fortified the hill overlooking the 
town, installed a wireless station, in- 
terested capital (British) and built a 
railroad, making the most direct route 
of outlet for Bolivian products, and 
made and carried out other minor im- 
provements. Chile policed and gov- 
erned the inhabitants, taught them or- 
der and discipline, opened a few 
schools with Chilean teachers, and as 
a natural consequence all law and sen- 
timents began to incline toward 
Chilean fashions and ideas: This town 
of Arica is today what it is entirely 
because of Chilean administration. 
Chile did the work and spent the 
money. é 

Withal, Arica is insignificant and 
cannot in truth he considered a city. 
Properly speaking, it is a good village. 
Tacna does not count a particle. 

Peru had the time necessary to get 
the money and pay up before Arica 
was actually built up and improved. 
Why are the Peruvians so anxious for 
the place now? Peru has hundreds of 
places called towns and cities which 
have not even the beginning of civil- 
ization. They will not improve these. 

Tacna and Arica may be fairly com- 
pared with a property mortgaged to 
a bank. If the debt is not paid at its 
proper time the mortgage is foreclosed, 
and that is the end of the transaction. 
It certainly would ‘be a strange state 
of affairs if, after the bank built up 
and remodeled the foreclosed-mortgage 
parcel, the original owner again 
claimed, bis property right and insisted 
on taking~ possessiom of. the property, 
with all its improvements, free of cost. 

I do not like Chileans. I prefer Pe- 
ruvians in many ways. But what is 
right is right. It is a foregone con- 
clusion that both countries are not 
right, and it is also a well-known fact 
that sincerity of purpose and good 
faith are completely lacking. Never- 
theless, in my estimation Chile is in 
the right in the present case.

Depioring Crime Wave, Educators 
Cail Upon Parents to Assist 
School Training.

PHILADELPHIA, July 2.—The Na- 
tional Education Association ended its 
sixty-fourth annual convention today 
with the adoption of resolutions cover⸗ 
ing a wide raige of subjects, some of 
which had not before been dealt with 
by the organization. _ 

The teachers agreed that athletics 
must not be allowed to overshadow 
scholarship in school life; that the ex- 
change of teachers and students be- 
tween countries should be encouraged, 
as an aid to international peace; that 
literacy tests should be applied to im- 
migrants and would-be voters; that 
Congress should «prohibit interstate 
commerce in obscene literature and 
pictures; that teachers should be pro- 
tected, from ‘‘outside agencies’’ seek- 
ing to use the school system for their 
own particular ends; that books should 
be admitted to the mails on the same 
basis as periodicals, and that the 
schools must constantly teach respect 
for law as a means of checking crime 
and lawlessness. 

At the same time: the teachers reaf- 
firmed their stands of previous years 
in opposition to child labor and illit- 
eracy and urged the enactment of the 
Curtis-Reed bill, which would place a 
Secretary of Education in the Cabinet. 

The resolution on athletics called for 
entire control of sports school and 
college authorities and placing sports 
secondary to scholarship. 

The resolution on.crime deplored the 
present disrespect for law and called 
upon parents to assume their responsi- 
bility in the citizenship training of 
their children. 

Another resolution expressed satis- 
faction at recent steps which “help 
to raise teaching to the dignity of a 
real profession,”” among them the im- 
provement in teachers’ training facili- 
ties; the higher professional require- 
ments, the longer high school tenure 
and many successful pension and re⸗ 
tlrement laws. 

In endorsing the international ex- 
change of professors, teachers and ° 
students, the association pointed 
out that “each individual who has this 
experience in another country will re- 
turn to his native land with friend- 
ships made and understandings secure. 
These will arm him effectively against 
idle and poisonous presaiaade.” 

The Board of Directors gave a ‘“‘pref- 
erential vote” today in favor of hold- 
ing the 1927 convention in Seattle, but 
the final decision will not be made 
until the Executive Serene meets 
in. October. 


ORDERS AUTOS TO SPEED UP 


Pennsylvania Decrees Slow Ones 
Must Go Faster or Get Out of Line. 
HARRISBURG, Pa., July 2 (#).- 
Orders to make slow motorists move 
faster or get out of line on crowded 
highways were issued to the police of 
the State Highway Motor Patrol by 


W. H. Connell, Acting Secretary of 
Highways, today. 

The order applies only to open roads 
where no danger to pedestrians will 
Tesult from vehicles moving from 
twenty-five to thirty miles an hour. 

In issuing the order, Mr. Connell 
noted that “an analysis of the acci- 
dents on the State highway system in- 
dicates that a great many of them are 
due to slow-moving vehicles. which 
block traffic on heavily traveled roads, 
compelling drivers to pass who do not 
have time to trail vehicles traveling at 
ten or fifteen miles an hour.”

Postal Officials Sey Letter Stating | 
Evangelist Was Alive Was 


- Changed. 


LOS ANGELES, July. 2 —Mrs. 
Aimee Semple. McPherson; .evangelist? 
and her mother, Mrs. Minnie Kennedy, 
returned. today from Douglas, Ariz., 
and Mrs. Kennedy announced that her 
daughter would appear voluntarily be- 
fore-the County Grand Jury to testify 
‘she was kidnapped at Ocean Park on 
May 18 by two men and a woman and 
held for ransom. 

The Los Angeles pastor and her 
mother carne from Douglas, where 
they went Wednesday f the an- 
nounced purpose of attempting to lo- 
cate the cabin where Mrs. McPherson 
‘says she was held by her abductors. 

Promised Grand Jury investigation 
of the alleged kidnapping, one by a 
Federal Grand J and‘another ‘by a 
county body, had been decided on. 

Post Office inspectors revealed yes- 
.terday that a letter, carrying what was 
designed. ‘to be substantial proof that. 
the evangelist was still alive, had been 
tampered with in an apparent attempt 
to cover up the fact.that the communi- 
cation was delivered before and not 
after thousands of dollars in gifts and 
pledges had been made at. a memorial 
service for the missing religious leader. 
The Angelus Temple congregation still 
thought.. that their leader had been 
drowned: 

Closely following the postal officials’

Dissolution was the result of a vote 
last night when the Government, on a 
non-confidence motion; was defeated 
by one vote, although the result was in 
reality a tie. An opponent of the Gov- 
ernment, although paired, voted, but,, 
under the rule of the House of Com- 
mons, the irregular vote could not be 
taken off the list. 

The Government’s defeat was not un- 
expected, but came much earlier than 
thought likely. On Monday, last, Mr. 
King, leader of the then Liberal Gov- 


ernment, asked the Governor General i 


for, a dissolution of Parliament. This 


was refused and the Government re- 
signed, leaving some incomplete legis- 
’ lation and only a quarter of the Supply 
bill passed for the current fiscal — 
Mr, Meighen, Conservative leader, a 
former Premier, was called upon to 
form a Govérnment.. He waa requested 
to attempt to complete the legislative 
rogram and secure the whole Supply 
Bir To carry on he had to obtain a 
certain measure of support from the 
Progressives,.or Farmers’ Party.

Cohn, it. was brough® out at his 


trial, opérat in. diamonds for nine 
months and three days, starting with 
nothing, getting diamonds worth $4,000 
on credit, and then pyramiding Sobis | Cunnite 
credit ‘until he had obtained’ 

worth $1,466,818 and had made pay- 
ments of only $339,590. All the prop- 
erty was obtained from F. B, Vollman 
& Co. and D. I. Rogow. Their losses 
forced them into bankruptcy. 

It is alleged in the indictments that 
Herman, Anzell and Wachs were par- 
ties to a conspiracy antedating Cohn’s 
bankruptcy. It is charged that the 
conspiracy was -formed with the prob- 
able bankruptcy of Cohn in view and 
with the object of concealing assets. 
The three men are well known in the 
trade and often deal in large sums. 
Their indictment resulted from an in- 
vestigation ordered by United States 
Attorney Buckner. The case was pre- 
sented to the Grand Jury by his en 
tants, David P. Siegel and, Prank A. 
Coleman. 

Wollenweber, it is charged, was a 
part of the conspiracy, enabling Cohn 
to manipulate several accounts which 
he had in the International Union 
Bank under names other than his own. 

It is alleged that Wollenweber, after 
the bank officials had refused to open 
an account for Cohn, suggested the use 
of other names. # is said Cohn sent 
men to open these accounts, got them 
to sign books of blank checks and thus 
used the bank in which he had been 
denied: an account. 

Wollenweber, it is said, received as 
high as. $7,500 a month from Cohn. It 
also is alleged that he protected the 
“ehecks with fictitious names and that 
when Cohn failed the accounts which 
he had in- the . oer Union 
Bank were $20,000 short. 

Wollenweber, Cohn, the three jewel- 
ers and Harry and Alexander Arnow, 
the last two of whom are in Sing Sing 
with Cohn, were. all concerned in a 
systematic defrauding of Cohn’s credi- 
tors, the indictments charge. the 
Cohn case nearly $1,000,000 in jewelry 
and cash was recovered.

The Brotherhood of — Fire- 
men has followed the conductors and 
trainmen. in petitioning the eastern 
railroads for an advance in wages and 
a change in working conditions, it was 
learned: yesterday. 

The railroads .are asked to reply by 
July. 25 and to authorize a, conference 
committee of managers to meet ‘with 
a cdémmittee of Chairmen repregent- 
ing the firemen. It is generally con- 
ceded that the demands will be re- 
fused and that the matter will reach 
the new Board of Mediation. 

The demands of the firemen follow: 

“Except ds otherwise provided here- 
in, existing rates of pay for firemen, 
helpers, hostlers and outside hostler 
helpers shall be increased $1 per day: 

“In freight service: on.steam, electric 
or other. power .-weighing 250,000 
pounds and over on drivers and mallet 
engines, existing rates of pay shall, be 
increased $1.25 per day. 

“Gradations of locomotives, accord- 
ing to weight on drivers, to be ex- 
tended .to 550,000. pounds and over in 
freight service, with an additional in- 
crease-of 25 cents per day to be applied 
for -each 50,000. pounds above 250,000 
pounds on drivers. - 

“Rates applicable to mallet “locomo- 
tives to be applied to three-cylinder lo- 
comotives in all classes of service, ac- 
cording to.weight on drivers. , 

“It ig understood ‘that the weight of 
all-other power-driven wheels will be 
‘added to the weight on drivers of loco- 
motives that are’ equipped with boost- 
ers, and the weights produced by such 
increased weights shall fix the, rates 
for the respective classes of s ce. 

“In all passenger service the earn- 
ings from mileage, overtime or other 
rules applicable, for ‘each day service 
performed, shall..not be less than $6.25 
for firemen. \ j 

“For local or way freight service, ex- 
cept where higher. djfferentials exist, 
40 cents per 1,000 miles or less for fire- 
men shall be added tothe through 
freight rates, according to class of 
—— miles over 100 to be paid pro 
rata, 

Regarding payment for overtime, the 
petition says: 

“Firemen and helpers on short turn- 
around passenger runs, no single trip 
of which exceeds eighty miles, includ- 
ing suburban and branch line service, 
shall be paid overtime on the minute 
basis at pro rata: rates for all’ time in 
excess of eight hours, computed con- 
tinuously from the time first required 
to report for duty to the final release 
at the end of the last run. This rule 
applies regardless of the mileage made. 
For calculating overtime under this 
rule the management may designate 
the initial trip.’’ 


INTEREST IN BANKS ABROAD. 


Jacoby Made. Purchases to Ald 
‘Operations In European Utilities. 


H. Murray Jacoby, head of Jacoby, 
Grace & Co., issued @ statement yes- 
terday saying that his recent pur- 


chases of several Central European 
banks was chiefly to facilitate opera- 
tions in the European utility field. 

Mr. Jacoby declared that in the last 
six years some American utility hold- 
ing. company stocks. had increased

FASCISTI DENY CURB. 
ON FOREIGN NEWS 


Under Setsetans Declares Carre 
spondents Are Free to Write 
as They See Fit. 


ROME, July 2 (#).—Foreign newspa- 
per correspondents in Italy are free to 
communicate. news abroad as they see 
fit, declared Signor Grandi, Under- 
Secretary of Foreign Xtairs. He de 
nied that the Fascist Government was 


exerting a strict censorship on news for 
foreign countries. 

Signor Grandi's declaration was made 
to a correspondent of The Associated 
Press on behalf of the Government. 
The Under-Secretary did not deny 
charges made by the Opposition that 
there was strict surveillance over the 
activities and dispatches of foreign 
correspondents by the local authorities. 
Dispatches were carefully read, which 
sometimes caused lengthy delay in 
their transmission. He maintained, 
however, that they were not refused 
transmission. The strveillancé was 

, necessary because it was/too soon to 
relinquish all measures of protection 
and control after the activities of in- 
ternal enemies of the Faaciat régime. 

“The idea that foreign correspondents 
in \Italy are not free to express their 
opinion openly and to communicate 
news as they see fit,” declared Signor 
Grandi, “has been spread abroad ma- 
liciously. None of the many prejudicial 
reports current abroad about Italy is 
falser than this one.'’ 

As proof of his statement, the Under- 
Secretary said that it was only neces- 
sary to read in foreign newspapers 
hostile comments cerning Italy and 
its Government sent direct from "heir 
correspondents in @. Both friendly 
and unfriendly correspondents, he 
added, had free access to the Italian 
information service. 

Italy’s authors must be instruments 
for her —— imperialism,” de- 
clared Premier Mussolini last hight in 
inaugurating the new headquarters of 
the Italian Authors’ Society.

Major David ‘A. L’Esperance, —— 
special assistant to the, United States 
Attorney General, tn charge of the en- 
forcement of the Sherman act in the 
Southern District of New York,’ will 
have general supervision of the poultry 
industry here. Announcement to that 
effect was made yesterday by Major 
L’Esperance. 

‘The post. was offered by 'a group said 
to represent 80 per. cent. of the repu- 
table poultry dealers in this city, and 
accepted by Major L’Esperance on the 
condition that the dealers would .co- 


grafters. «The, decision 
brospht at auiele rene results, for several poul- 
try dealers visited the Health Depart- 
ment yesterday afternoon and~madé 
what Dr. Harris termed “‘startling dis- 
closures,”’. ‘ 

“TJ have the most direct testimony 
from the poultry dealers themselves 
which indicates that there has been a 
ring operating in the business even 
more powerful than the organization 
with which Harry Danziger surrounded 
himself.ta~ collect graft from~ milk 
men,” Dr. Harris said last night. 

“This ring was in the closest touch 
with at —* two of the central fig- 
ures in the milk scandal, and worked 
in vollusion with employes of the 
Health Department who were con- 
cerned: in the collection of graft from 
milk dealers. These two men con- 
ducted negotiations of an illicit charac- 
ter —— millions of dollars. 

Dr. Harris said he could not be more 
specific regarding the amount of 
money extorted from thé poultry deal- 
ers until his investigation had pro- 
gressed further, but that the total was 
“enormous.” 

Dr. Harris said he had gone over 
the list of the Public Service Reserve 
Corps, which was,organized by Dr. 
Frank J. Monag when he was Com- 
missioner of Health, as an adjunct to 
the Health Department, and done away 
with by Dr. Harris within a month 
after he assum office. “I have 
studied the names of the 506 persons. 
who attended the dinner given by the 
corps: at the Hotel Commodore, April 
29, 1925,” he said, ‘‘and although an 
appreciable number were reputable 
and estimable people, I. nevertheless 
found the names of 170@Men thus far 
identified with the sinister records 
graft. in connection wit the. adultera- 
tion of milk, the blending of cocoanut 
oit with cream, and the scandals which 
had to do with the butter and egg 
market, 

‘‘Members of the Reserve Corps were 
furnished with identification cards, 
and these, cards gave them authority 
to make inspections and assist Health 
Department officials in making raids 
and serving summonses. Although the 
reserve corps was organized by Dr. 
Monaghan, the active work was done 
by his secretary, Thomas J. Clougher. 
I have reason to believe that the list 
of those at the Hotel Commodbre din- 
ner who were concerhed in the illicit 
graft activities will exceed 170 when I 
complete my investigation. Eighteen 
tables were filled with guests who paid 
$10 a plate. The ‘fixers’ and ‘shake- 
down men’ were there in force. I said 
at the time I abolished the reserve 
corps—and with less knowledge than I 
have today—that food dealers, some of 
whom had bad records, should net be 
—— in a position to render ‘yolun- 

aid’ to the Health Department.” 

Major L’Esperance said he would try 
to place the live poultry industry on a 
“decent basis.’”” He explained that 
more than 1,000, live fowl come into 
the city each week, and that the an- 
nual volume of business ounts ry 
000,000. He had in mind,. he d, 
the formation of a Live Poultry Chan 
ber of Commerce, where all problems|- 
could be ‘‘discussed.in the open.”

“The more efficient produdtion of 
milk is a problem for the industry and 
not for legislation,’’ . Commissioner 
Pyrke said. ‘‘In my opinion there is 
absolutely no reason to believe that 
legislation on the subject would be 
helpful, ang there is very serious 
ground for the fear that it might prove 
harmful, if not catastrophic.”

“BERLIN; July 2.—Gas as a wea) 
Mn warfare has a very limited sph 

of. action ‘and is not effective, accord- 
ing to Dr. Fritz Haber, | Gerimany’s 
foremost chemical neer, who was 
chief adviser in gas 5 during the 
World War. He, believes that gas is 
effective only as a means of breaking 
down the morale of troops or civilians, 
but that this panic-creating effect’ is 
‘due‘\only to its novelty, and that in 
time its effect on soldiers would not be 
greater than the noise of gunfire. The 
idea that all forms of organic life in 
large cities. can be wiped out in the 
space of a few minutes or hours by 
the use of some ‘mysterious form of 
poisonous gas, Dr. Haber characterizes 
as the purest fantasy and far  be- 
yond the realm of-present posstbilities,. 
so far as its use is now_known. 

“When reed grass is merely. moved 
by breezes one can pac® oP one’s gas 
equipment and go home,” he says. 
“Many other weath@r conditions also 
render it useless.” 

The German chemical industry is op- 

ed to every attempt to develop gas 
—* — weapon, either offensive or de- 
fensive, Dr. Haber asserts. 

“Germany, through its use of gas in 
the World War,’ he says, “incurred 
the world’s hate -and nurtu the 
growth of competition with the Ger- 
man chemical: industry to the extent 
that it is ready to quits. Again, 
very few lives were lost through gas, 
although its effect on morale was con- 
siderable, but that only because it was. 
a new sensation, and the mystery of 
death seemed lurking everywhere. 
Death heralded\by whistling shells ex- 
ploding with a thunderous crash and 
with flying —— of jagged steel 
armies have known for decades. Its 
advent in the form of silent, invisible 
gas was new, and therefore had a psy- 
chological effect.” ~ 

Dr. Haber believes airplanes carry-" 
ing high explosive bombs will kill 
greater numbers and wreak more 
havee than. could be effected with any 
gas now knéwn. He says the progress 
in the development of gas is very slow 
now, although rapid when it was first 
attempted and until a certain point 
was reached. 

Another reason why gas is not ef- 
fective is the growing efficiency of air- 
planes, which tend to reduce the con- 
centration of troops on the front lines, 
since the entire country, including wo- 
men, and children in the back areas, 
is also subject to the dangers of war. 

There are no secrets in gas warfare, 
according t» Dr. Haber, who cites the 
last war, saying that as fast as a new 
gas was concocted the enemy learned 
its compos‘tion, since sooner or later 
a“dud shell would give all the informa- 
tion to the opponent. 

To believe that Germany would be 
best equipped for war through develop- 
ment of the chemical industry is a 
great ‘mistake, concludes Dr. Haber, 
who says that gas never can replace 
iron ore as a war agent-and that since 
the loss of Lorraine the Reich no 
longer numbers this mineral among its 
resources.
